Fort Worth, June 23.—With a re­ 
volver a man entered a branch of the 
Waggoner Bank and Trust company 
at 4:05 o’clock Tuesday afternoon and 
secured much cash. 
The only occupant of the bank at 
the time of the occurrence was W. G. 
King, cashier, and when surprised by 
the robber he had his head drawn 
down, balancing his books, with the 
bank’s .money lying on the counter 
within reach. 
The sum of $8,195 was taken, nearly 
all of it in greenbacks. 
About $1,000 
in gold and silver was left behind. The 
robber, according to the statement of 
Mr. King, backed out of the door with 
the money under his coat and walked 
calmly 
away, 
turning 
south. 
King 
gave the alarm, but the robber had dis­ 
appeared completely. 
The loss, according to Vice Presi­ 
dent T. B. Yarbrough, is fully covered 
by burglar insurance. 
The Waggoner Bank and Trust cora 
pany is situated at the corner of Hous­ 
ton and Eighth streets, but it bas a 
small branch located on lower Main 
street for the accommodation of it3 
patrons in that section of the city. 
This branch is at No. 141 • I and is in 
charge of W. G. King. 
Cashier King, was engaged in bal­ 
ancing his cash and had nearly com 
pleted his day’s footings at 4 o’clock 
when a depositor called and left a 
small sum. 
A moment, later, at 4:05, 
another

customer entered 
the door and stepped up to the coun­ 
ter.

Only Democrat Not In Favor of 
Free F ^ s r . 
Washington, June >TO.—By a vote of 
4,4 to 32 the amendment of the senate < 
committee on finance fixing a duty 
of $4 a ton on print paper in place of 
the house rate of $2 a ton. was adopt­ 
ed by the senate. 
Senator Brown offered 
an 
amend­ 
ment providing for the free importa­ 
tion of print paper, and it was defeat­ 
ed by a vote of 29 to 52, only four Re­ 
publicans, Messrs. Beveridge, Bristow, 
Brown and Burkett, voting for ii. 
Following closely upon the defeat of 
Mr. Brown’s amendment, Mr. Stone 
offered an amendment placing “wood 
pulp print paper, suitable for hooks 
and newspapers,” on the free list. 
It was opposed by Senator Bailey on 
the ground that it would decrease 
$1,500,000 in revenue which the gov­ 
ernment collects, especially “as the 
only people who will receive from that 
remission is a single small class.” 
He was the only Democrat voting in 
the negative. 
Senator Bailey took occasion also to 
reiterate his independence of special 
declarations by 
the 
party 
and 
Mr. 
Hughes, the new senator from Color­ 
ado, was ultimately drawn into the dis­ 
cussion. 
The two 
senators 
had 
a 
spirited debate. 
Senator Bailey said 
Senator Hughes had voted in defiance 
of the 
Denver 
platform 
by 
voting 
against free lead, which Senator La 
Follette termed a trust product. 
The conflict between Senators Bai­ 
ley and Hughes arose iii an unusual 
way. 
Senator Bailey had just made a 
speech against free 
print 
paper, 
in 
which he referred to the Denver plat­ 
form as h iving been written by one 
man. and that the free lumber plank 
was inserted to catch a few doubtful 
western states. 
According to Senator Hughes, cer­ 
tain Republican senators, one from 
Nebraska and one from Montana, had 
made similar criticism of the Denver 
platform. 
Senator Bailey: 
“Of course I shall 
not have much c o m p a n y on this ques­ 
tion, because the newspapers are con­ 
cerned. and 
I can understand how 
every senator feels that the new spa-1 
pers, both great and small, should b-‘ 
emancipated 
from this tax. 
But 1 1 
prefer to take the tax off the newspa­ 
per man’s clothes and hats and shobs 
before I take it off his printing paper. 
because when I take it off his printing 
paper, I benefit him alone, for no man 
pretends to think that the price of 
newspaper subscriptions or newspaper 
advertising will be less, with this duty 
repealed, than it is today. 
But if I 
can take it off his hats and shoes and 
clothing, or if I can reduce it to the 
extent of several hundred thousand 
dollars, I would benefit not only the 
newspaper man, hut I would benefit 
every man. woman and child in his 
community/*

There wras a curious machine 
in which unruly maniacs were swung 
until they were in a state of stupefac­ 
tion and therefore quiet.

wheel that revolved like that in a 
modern squirrel cage. 
There was a

lish coffin,” from which the patient 
could look out, but could not move. 
When it was built in 1794 the “Fools’ 
tower” marked a great change for the 
better in the housing of the iusano. 
From 200 to 250 patients occupied its 
139 ceils.
